But William 
Winter, generally conceded to be the most 
'•liberal" of the candidates, won the most 
votes. In second place came a right wing 
conservative, John Bell Williams, who

The Baron ot Arizona 


The recent case of a remarkable swindle 


by a couple of Texans and the claims of 
some Spanish-Americans to considerable 
acreage in New Mexico brings back memo- 
ries of an astonishing case recently docu- 
mented in The Baron of Arizona by E. H. 
Cookridge. 


James Reavis became an adept forger 


while serving in the Confederate Army and 
after his discharge the former streetcar 
conductor put his talent to work. He came 
upon a fake "Peralta Land Grant" paper 
which laid claim to some 12 million acres in 
Arizona and New Mexico. And so Reavis 
became Don Miguel de Peralta de Cordoba. 
Baron of the Colorados. Gentleman of the 
King's Bedchamber, Grandee of Spain. 
Knight of the Military Order of Carlos III 
and Knight of the Insignia of the Royal 
College of Our Lady of Guadalupe. 
He 


married a Mexican girl and taught her the 
graces of a baroness. They were received 
by the monarchs of Spain, as duped as were 
Americans, and he picked up some more 
documents in Spam to bolster his claims. 


Senator Barry Goldwater for President. A 
poor fourth was the former governor. Ross 
Barnett. who certainly has been identified 
with a hard segregationist line since the 
University of Mississippi riots. The winner 
of third place was a country music singer 
who had come out for private segregated 
schools at state expense. 


Actually Candidate Winter who will 


face Williams in a runoff, is hardly an 
enthusiast 
for 
integration. In 
fact 
he 


charged in his campaign that Barnett had 
actually conspired with then Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy to enroll James 
Meredith at the university. But he also 
pushed 
his ideas 
on educational 
and 


economic advancement for the advantage 
of both races. Meredith himself advised 
Negroes to vote for Barnett as the best 
qualified of a poor lot but the recommen- 
dation could have been part of a strategy of 
then having more to protest against. 


Certainly it will be a long time before a 


Mississippi candidate can advocate integra- 
tion and expect to win a nomination or an 
election. But those who are encouraging 
Negro progress and moderation are bound 
to make gains as the number of Negro 
voters increases. This will in no sense 
satisfy the radical leaders of Black Power 
or the white supremacists of the South but 
it is a step in the right direction. 


The Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo of 


1843 and the Gadsden Purchase of 
1853 


guaranteed that the United States would 
recognize former land titles, so Reavis filed 
claim to the Peralta Grant in Sante Fe. In 
Tucson he told Southern Pacific Railroad 
officials that part of their right of way was 
his and they paid him $50.000 for waivers. 
He had homes in Washington. St. Louis, 
Mexico and Madrid. 


But the state of Wisconsin figured in his 


downfall. A printer on an Arizona news- 
paper discovered that one of the Peralta 
claim papers was printed in type invented 
only a few years before and that the paper 
had the watermark of a Wisconsin paper 
mill m operation only a few years. Reavis 
was finally hauled into court and served 
two years in prison for fraud. 


It seems a waste of talent for ingenuity, 


courage and 
imagination 
such as that 


evinced by Reavis to be used for nefarious 
purposes. And yet such stories are also 
fascinating if only to reveal the amazing 
gullibility of man and his yearning to find 
romantic and fantastic stones to believe.
